Mr. Rockefeller emphasized his 
role here as a member of the Dul- 
les mision, not as a trustee of the 
Rockefeller Foundation.

He 
explained that his assignment is 
finished when he presents his re- 
port to Ambassador Dulles. 

He said that the following sug-

Ex-Hungarian 
Minister Speaks 
At Saint Mary’s 


Notre Dame—Dr. Stephen D. 
Kertesz, former Hungarian min- 
ister to Italy, now in exhile from 
Communist dominated Hungary, 
told a St. Mary’s audience that the 
Soviet Republic is a destructive 
force because it has no understand- 
ing of the liberty and dignity of 
the individual which is the corner- 
stone of Western civilization. 

The former minister. reviewed 
the story of his life and the fate 
of the Hungarian people during the 
Russian occupation and infiltration 
of his government. The Reds took 
over the Hungarian police and key 
positions in the government; and 
non-communist political parties 
were taken by force and persuasion 
until the entire network of the 
government was communist domin- 
ated. 

Dr. Kertesz brought out that 
during his internment and ques- 
tionings the Russians were “im- 
pressed only by lies—they would 
‘not accept the simple truth.” The 
| Reds refused to believe that Hun- 
garian foreign students in other 
countries were not sent as spies 
and were satisfied only when Dr. 
Kertesz promised to further in- 
vestigate the matter. The firing 
Squads executed peasants day and 
night during his internment. 

The Russians had a fixed quota 
of prisoners to be sent to concen- 
tration camps and when many of 
these prisoners escaped along the 
way the Reds picked up prisoners 
en-route. Often Jews returnin 
from Nazi camps were taken 
re-routed to prisons in Russia.

No Dividing Lin 
ividing Line 

N a certain well-known community on Long Island, Main Street 

once divided the population as thoroughly as if the two seg- 
ments were separated by the Atlantic Ocean. On the side nearest 
the ocean lived those who owned large estates and who looked 
upon the members of the less-affluent populace as virtual serfs. 
In the other part of the town lived those who worked in the local 
plants, on the outlying farms and who otherwise made their 
livings by their hands. The railroad depot, the post office, the 
shopping center and the local fire department quarters were also 
located in their part of the community. 


Early one morning, just before dawn, a fire broke out in one 
of the ocean front estates and the Fire Department, manned by 
the local volunteers, appeared on the scene to man the old- 
fashioned swing pump with six men on each side of the double 


bar. 


The “mansioneers” stood about in their slippered feet and 


expensive dressing gowns to watch the battle against the flames. 
One of ‘their number finally became a little ashamed of himself 
and took the place of one of the pumpers when he dropped out for 


a “breather.” Taking his place 


in line, the millionaire observed 


that the man next to him was the family butcher. 


The rest of the story is history. When the fire was finally 
extinguished and all the volunteers (by then they included many © 
more millionaires) got to drinking hot coffee together and com- 
paring blisters and other minor personal damages, the Main Street 
dividing line was gone and the town suddenly became a happier 
place in which to carry on the business of living.—-T. J. Mack.

In the twenty-five years of his 
reign, Bishop Noll has seen par- 
ish indebtedness reduced from 
more than seven million at the 
bottom of the depression, to less 
than half a million dollars today; 
and most of the parishes then in 
debt most deeply are now entirely 
clear of it. The problem is differ- 
ent today. During the depression 
few parishes could afford to build. 
But the depression was succeeded 
by the War years when building 


was impossible. Now his pastors 


are forced to build in the face of 
the present high cost of material 
and skilled labor. The work is go- 
ing ahead nevertheless. In the fall 
of 1949, five large churches were 
nearing completion, together with 
a $900,000 school, and several oth- 
er churches and schools of more 
modest proportions, representing 
an ye expenditure of more 
than $5,000,000. In addition, a new 
Preparatory Seminary, a new 
Chancery were built, and improve- 
ments on the entire Cathedral 
proverty, costing more than §2,- 

,000, without incurring new in- 
debtedness. 

Bishop Noll estimates the pre- 
sent replacement value of his dio- 
cesan institutions and parish prop- 
erties at seventy-five million dol- 
lars. Against this the indebtedness 
is presently $2,300,000, or less than 
3%—nothing much to be concern- 
ed about.

No Contradictions 


E President of the United 
tantne “Feb ene ta “World Bro.

This reminded 
that Pope Pius XII, in his Christ- 
mas address of 1947, wrote the fol- 
lowing on Brotherhood: 


The human race ... will be 
powerless to emerge from the 
present crisis and desolation and 
to go forward to a more har- 
monious future unless it restrain 
and control the forces of divis- 
jon and discord by means of a 
sincere spirit of brotherhood 
uniting all classes, all races and 
all nations with the one bond of 
love. 

We launch such an appeal to 
the entire world, today, the Eve 
of Christmas, because we see the 
spirit of brotherhood in danger 
of being stifled and crushed. 


But one might ask how do these 
words harmonize with the recent 
Decree ‘of the Holy Office on Ro- 
tary? 

The papers have been misrepre- 
senting the Decree of the Holy 
Office relating to Rotary. The or- 
ganization itself was not condemn- 
ed, but the Catholic clergy were 
simply forbidden te take out mem- 
bership because the Church felt 
that it ill-behooved priests to mix, 
in a worldly way, every week with 
men, upright and good in their 
own way, but still worldly-minded. 

When the news was coming over 
here before the officia] notice was 
received, we were hearing that all 
noon-day . luncheon oups were 
placed under the Church’s — ban, 
that even the Chambers of Com- 
merce were included.

Latin countries—the Church has 
had some little difficulty with men 
of irreligious tendencies who got 
into the Club and tried to use the 
same for the special purpose of a 
more important organization to 
which they belonged. They were 
not received as Rotary members 
because they were irreligious, but 
rather because they got into some 
line of ‘business or some profes- 
sion; but they were still locally 
known to be irreligious. 


It was a Catholic priest, the late 
Monsignor McMinnamin, of Den- 
ver, who really founded Brother- 
hood Week, and during the past 


year Fulton Oursler, a. convert to 


|the Catholic Church, was one of 


its chief sponsors in the United 
States. 


Brotherhood is of the very es- 
sence of the Catholic religion, and, 
in its true sense, every Catholic 
must believe in it, and live accord- 
ing to that belief. There are those 
who dissociate the brotherhood of 
man from the Fatherhood of God. 
On the face of it, of course, this is 
ridiculous because how can men be 
true brothers if they have not a 
common Father? We are brothers 
because we have the same origin, 
are placed here on earth for the 
same purpose, and have the same 
eternal destiny. That means that 
we may not be racists or oppose 
any group because of race or na- 
tionality. 


‘Unless The Lord... .’ 


R. Samuel McCrea Cavert, who 
had been Secretary of the Fed- 
eral Council of Churches for many 
years, and now General Secretary 
of the National Council of the 
Churches of Christ in the United 
States of America, speaking before 
the Council's Division of Christian 
Education recently said: “Today it 
is widely assumed that we can 
build our human order without any 
acknowledgment of a divine order 
or any recognition of the signifi- 
cance of Christ for the world.” 

Dr. Cavert has never been 
friendly to the Catholic Church, 
but that utterance agrees perfect- 
ly with the Catholic position—‘“un- 
less the Lord builds the house, they 
labor in vain who build it.” 

Numerous conferences have been 
held in various capitals of the 
world since World War I, each de- 
signed to discover the basic reasons 
for the trouble that existed in the 
world, whether in the economic, so- 
cial or political order. The evils all 
exist in those particular fields, but 
only moral remedies can cure them. 

When bankers and economists 
met to discuss what causes de- 
pressions, they, although evidently 
experts in that field, were never 
able to arrive at helpful conclu- 
sions. When statesmen of the world 
met, on frequent occasions, to dis- 
cuss the social order they mistak- 
enly regarded the same as pro- 
duced by the unrest which had been 
created in various countries by so- 
cial agitators, but it never occured 
to them that Socialism and Com- 
munism, both based on the theories 
of Karl Marx, are anti-religious 
even anti-God and, therefore, can 
be cured only by appeals made to 
the people in statesmen as well as 
churchmen for a return to God. 

When meetings were held to ar- 
rive at ways and means of chang- 
ing the political order, the confer- 
ees never brought God into the pic- 
ture, never invited representatives 
of religion to participate in their 
deliberations. If things are wrong 
in the political order, it is also due 
to the fact that politicians think 
only along secularistic lines, and

Nominal membership in the 
Protestant churches — and two- 
thirds of it is only nominal — 
means nothing. The average mem- 
ber among the indifferent two- 
thirds does not even know the 
ABC’s of religion. He is a “joiner” 
without any previous study of re- 
ligion, and like many of his church- 
men regards the Golden Rule as 
the essence of practical religion, 
and the acceptance of Christ, hu- 
man or divine, as a personal Sa- 
vior. 


Christ Himself declared that the 
pagans practiced the Golden Rule. 
It is very good in itself, but it has 
no relation to Almighty God, to the 
first great Commandment of the 
law. It is the fruitage of the sec- 
ond great Commandment. which 
compels us to love our neighbor as 
ourselves.

With Bishop Henry Knox Sher- 
rill, the Presiding Bishop of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, as its 
head, the pink taint, often creditéd 
to the former organization, will 
probably be erased. 


One cannot help noting, however, 
that the Episcopal Church has 
changed its more conservative po- 
sition in recent years. Formerly 
it would have little to do with other 
Protestant bodies, did not allow 
any of their clergy to occupy its 
pulpits. Back in 1908 twenty Epis- 
copal ministers left their Church 
and joined the Catholic Church 
because of that ultra-liberalism 
which began to flare up among 
some of these leaders. Even today 
some Orthodox churches are co- 
operating with the other Protest- 
ant bodies, although they insist 
that the Mass and the seven Sac- 
raments of the Catholic Church are 
of divine origin. 

The Federal Council was regard- 
ed as too “modern” by two funda- 
mentalist organizations of Protest- 
ants, namely “The International 
Council of Christian Churches” and 
the “American Council of Christian 
Churches.” The latter has now 
joined the National Council of 
Churches. The Rev. Carl McIntire, 
of Collingswood, New Jersey, re- 
fers to the new Council as “not a 
Protestant movement but a 20th 
century hybrid,” reflecting a con- 
glomeration of opinion even in re- 
gard to the divinity of Christ. 


Of course, the only hope that | 


Catholics have in regard to the 
new Council is that its officers and 
those who guide its destiny try to 
lead the constituent membership 
back to greater loyalty to Christ, 
to a better observance of the moral 
code which runs through the entire 
Scriptures, and on which so many 
compromises have been made in 
recent years.

ligion to all his people wherever 
they lived. 


Earned Natives’ Love 


Zeal, such as his, could not help 
attracting the admiration of the 
natives; and Father “Kamiano,” as 
he was called in their tongue, won 

pularity and esteem. Great num- 

rs returned to the Faith and 
many asked to be baptized. Al- 
though he tried to instruct his con- 
verts as well as possible, the region 
Was vast, the people many and 
scattered, and his desire to reach 
as many as possible was impelling; 
so his instructions, no doubt, were 
sometimes hurried and curtailed. 
But the Faith was reawakened in 
the District of Puna, Catholic 
schooling was resumed and the 
number of the faithful increased. 


Father Damien found his great- 
est obstacle in the tendency of the 
natives to return to their former 
os ae practices kept alive by the 

ahunas, a kind of religious medi- 
cine-man. Under the directions of 
these leaders, gatherings were held 
at night in remote places in the 
forests and pagan rites were con- 
ducted to the moral degradation of 
the poor, uneducated people who 
attended. 

Damien resolved to wipe out 
these ungodly practices. That he 
might be better informed about 
them, one night he secretly attend- 
ed a meeting as an unseen specta- 
tor. When the diabolical supersti- 
tious rite was at its height, un- 
mindful of his own safety, he sud- 
denly rushed through the crowd in- 
to the midst of the proceedings and 
exposed the fraud of the leaders. 

By his courage and continual at- 
tacks he finally succeeded in elim- 
inating this pagan cult. To obtain 
this result he had to suffer a great 
deal, especially at the hands of the 
hostile Kahunas, who lost no op- 
portunity to slander him and dis- 
credit him with his flock. The 
warning of his Divine Master, how- 
ever, sustained him: “No servant 
is greater than his master. If they 
have persecuted Me, they will per- 
secute you also” (John 15:20). 

Meanwhile, in the Districts of 
Kohala and Hamakua Father 
Clement so spent himself on his 
mission that his health failed and 
he could no longer carry on. So 
Bishop Maigret ordered the two 
priests to exchange posts. 


Moved To Molokai 


Father Damien transferred to 
Kohala and continued there with 
ardor and zeal to spend himself for 
the spiritual welfare of the faith- 
ful committed to his care. He re- 
mained at this mission until 1873 
when he moved to Kalawao on the 
Island of Molokai. 

To complete the description of 
Damien’s ministry outside the leper 
colony, it might be well to point 
out that on Molokai he did not lim- 
it himself to caring for the lepers, 
although this was the plan and un- 
derstanding with which he went to 
the island. There he soon discov- 
ered that beyond the mountain 
“Pali” that separated the leper 
colony from the rest of the island 
there were Catholics who had no 
priest to minister to their spiritual 
needs. Frequently he crossed the 
1800 foot barrier to care for this 
neglected flock. 


Desiring to give them more reg- 
ular service he begged Bishop Mai. 
gret to send him an assistant 
ae But when Father Andrew 
Burgermann arrived, Father Dam- 
len assigned: him to duties that 
kept him in the leper colony pre- 
ferring to take upon himself the 
strenuous climb over the mountain 
and the complicated and laborious 
work of the ministry that awaited 
him on the other side. The Catho- 
lics there were few and scattered 
and without churches so he found 
it necessary to turn architect and 
carpenter and decorator and in a 
few years he built five churches in 
the five coastal villages, Our Lady 
of the Seven Sorrows at Kaluaaha 
in 1874, Mother of Mercy_at Hala- 
wa in 1874, St. John, the Apostle, 
at Moanui in 1877, St. Joseph at 
Kamalo in 1878, and another at 
Pelekunu in 1875. 


In 1878 the first resident priest, 
Father Thomas Geloen, was 
appointed to Kaluaaha, the center 
of the area, and the church there 
was restored and enlarged in 1934. 

Overshadowed though it is by his 
heroic work among the lepers, nev- 
ertheless, the missionary labor of 
Father Damien on the other side of 
Molokai, animated as it was by a 
profound zeal for souls, constitutes 
a splendid testimony of his willing- 
ness to spend himself completely 
for any cause that is Christ’s. 


! Don't Like Lent 
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when God sees that attitude, He 
lessens the punishment due for the 
past. He clears the record. 


And the God who clears the re- 
cord is not just some far-away 
“God-in-the sky.” He is a God Who 
lived as a man, Who fasted for 
forty days, Himself, Who chose the 
cross as His battle standard, and 
carried that standard bravely. He 
fought the first battle of operation 
“salvation” in a_ single-handed 
fight on a little hill called Calvary. 
During the fight he wore, as His 
battle helmet, a crown of thorns. 
After the fight He received a 
purple heart, from a_ soldier’s 
spear-point. 


That is the kind of God Who 
calls men now, through His 
Church, to the second phase of 
that same battle. His combat order 
is “Do penance.” It seems to me, 
that any follower who refuses to do 

enance, when he follows a God 
ike that, should feel mighty cheap 
about his refusal. That’s why I 
think Lent is a good idea.

Well, the next day, the 
underdog Irish didn’t quite make 
it ... but spurred on by their 
schoolmates in the stands they 
ade a pretty serious issue of 
who was going to show the most 
points on the scoreboard before 
going down, 36-33. 

Then, a couple of weeks ago, the 
Notre Dame basketball team met 
the er bay St. Louis Univer- 
sity Billiken *rhe laddies from the 
Mound City (isn’t that what they 
eall St. Looey), came into the con- 
test with a record of 18 wins and 
four losses. They were rated the 
number two team in the country by 
the Associated Press. 


I made it a point to be present, 
because I wanted to see this great 


previous Friday. To get the stu- 
dents “up,” as the saying goes, the 
Scholastic had run a front page 
editorial stating in effect that 
Tuesday night was the night to 
help the team. 


Maybe Notre Dame’s record, be- 
eause of injuries and other circum- 
stances had only been so-so up to 
i date, but records would go out the 
window if the student body really 
started showing, via vocal methods, 
the team that they were with ‘em.

ing large where the Protestant 
element is large and small where it 
is small.”

‘hl a report issued recently by a 
large insurance company, there 


is a measure of encouragement 
for those who are old-fashioned

institution. The report notes that 
in 1949, for the third year in a 
row, the number of divorces 


granted in the United States de- 


clined. The total number of di- 
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vorces granted in 1949 was about 
91,000, a decline of 7 percent 
from the 422,000 granted in 1948 
and a drop of 38 percent from the 
peak year 1946. 


What little “good news” there 
is in the report is negated by the 
realization that there were still 
891,000 marriages that ended “on 
the rocks”—invariably because one 
or both parties to a contract lacked 
the character or the desire to 
make theirs chart a happy course. 
The secular press is chock-full of 
incidents which illustrate the low 
esteem in which marriage is held 
by so many in. this country. 

In Mt.°Clemens, Mich., a young 
husband got a divorce because his 
wife refused to help him wash and 
dry the dishes during the 
months of their marriage. 


In Los Angeles, a woman won 
a decree after testifying that her 
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husband had two radios and two 
television sets and played them 
all at one time .. . In Clinton, 
lowa, a woman charged her hus- 
band with “cruelty” in a divorce 
action because he became enraged 
at the banality of a radio soap 
opera and struck the radio with 
his fist. 

In Seattle, Wash., a woman di- 
vorced her husband because he 
upset the checkerboard everytime 
he saw he was going to lose. 

In Oakmont, Pa., a husband 
testified that his wife continually 
prayed that he would meet with 
a sudden death, while in Minne- 
apolis, Minn., a woman sued for 
divorce, charging that her husband 
prayed aloud in his sleep.
